NEW MAIL BOXES.—A London corres- 


pondentoflhe Philadelphia North Ameri- 
can gives the following account ot an im- 
portant improvement which has been intro- 
duced in themanner of packing letters for 
transportation by tlie mail steamers between 
I.iverpoool, Boston and New York: 


The old fashioned leather bags which 


hitherto conveyed the mails from Liverpool 
to America, have been thrown aside, and to* 
morrow for tho first time they will he con- 
veved in yellow pine boxes, each carrying 
about 2500 letters, and weighing about 
90 or 100 pounds. By means of an inner 
spring, an engraved direction, Liverpool, 
Boston, New York, show* itself when ne- 
cessary. Tho boxes are all numbered, and 
their destination can easily bo traced. Thp 
lid ia fastened down by a screw, counter 
flunk in a brnsa plate, over which iy the 
Post Oflicc seal, and this can only, there- 
fore, be wilfully fractured.
